THB RAOK.-The following descnption 


of the race between the steamboats Ore 
gon and Cornelius Vanderbilt, we cut from 
the New York Herald: 


A few minutes before eleven o'clock, the 


Vanderbilt appeared off the Buttery, when 
the Oregon loft her berth, passed around 
her larboard side, and at four minutes be- 
fore eleven o'clock, everything being ready, 
the signal was given for a start, and both 
boats appeared to spring from their posi- 
tions. The -race was contested with so 
much spirit on both sides, that the boats 
kept side and side for thirty-three miles, 
neither was gaining a font 0,1 the othcr.- 
At first the Vanderbilt gained on the Ore- 
gon, the former making twenty-one revolu- 
tions, and the latter nineteen ,and a hall 
revolutions. 
The Oregon increased her 


revolutions to twenty-one,,nnd twenty-two 
revolutions, when she gained on tlie,y,an- 
derbilt, and arrived at the slake boat op- 
posite" Sing Sing, half -a; length, ahead in 
one hour and thirty-five minutes from the 
Battery, thirty-nine miles. Who,, passing 


- the Vandei-bilt, she was run into by that 


boat, and her wheel housa much damaged. 
Upon turning the stake boat at. Sing Sing, 
.hc engineer of the.. Vanderbilt made a 
mistaken answering the bell from the 
wheel house, and iiwtcnd of reducing the 


;£pced so as to allow the hoat to. turn quick- 
er, stopped the engine entirely, whieh re- 
tarded her progress very materially. . T hu 
Oregon had the start on the return, and 
maintained it throughout tlie race, coming 
in about four hundred yards ahead. ^\ hen 
oil' Harlem, her supply of.co.il gave out, 
and they were obliged to bun, up berths, 
settees, chairs, doors,, and everything else 
of a combustible nature they could get 
their hands on. Several inches of steam 
were lost by this, but she was so far in ad- 
vance of the Vanderbilt that the latter 
could not recover. 
. 


On the return both boats were pushed to 


the utmost. -Kach made twenty-two revo- 
lutions, and everything the boilers would 
bear was put on. The distance from the 
Battery to the stake bout opposite Sing 
Sin-and back to the. starting point, was 
seventy-eight miles, and the Oregon run ,t 


in three hours and fifteen minutes, against 
the tide one way ami with vHhe othor^ 


em^ speed of twenty-four miles per hour, 
or an average of a mile in two minutes and 
a half. When we take into consideration 
the fact of turning a stake boat the time 
made is wonderful.
